few pressed their way 
through the crowds and 
kneeled at the altar and were 
gloriously baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, there were no 
doubt scores of others who 
would have come forward 
and doubtless would have 
been saved, sanctified or filled 
with the Holy. Ghost if we 
could have had open aisles 
and an open place for. seek- 
ers. 

While the tide of spiritual- 
ity ran high and overwhelm- 
ed many with its waves,,yet 
because of the press and 


throng there was not the 


chance for special seeking 
for the deeper experiences 
that were pulling at the heart 
strings of many. 


Although the house con- 
tains over 3,000 square feet 
of floor space it was literally

jey any comfort if they did 
get in. 

Already we have received 
many letters stating how they 
regretted not being able to 
attend the Assembly this 
year, but assured us that they 
were already preparing to at- 
tend the next year if the Lord 
tarries and God permits. 


The demonstration of 


God’s presence by the won- 


derful manifestation of the 
“Like as of fire,” and other 
displays of His power and 
glory, with the increased 
showing of ability on the part 
of the speakers to analyze 
and expound God’s Word, 
will all call for a large in- 
crease of attendace next year 
if the Lord tarries. 


The Assembly, in taking 
all this into consideration, : 
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became enthusiastic for en- 
larging our quarters. In fact 
every body could see that’ 
something will have to be 
done or we will have to re- 
treat and no retreat shall be 


tolerated. The Assembly 
was unanimously in favor of 
enlargement. 


The home folks were not 
satisfied with their poor treat- 
ment of the visitors, neither 
were the visitors. satisfied to 
have so much careand respon- 
sibility on the saints at Cleve- 
land. Everyboy was kind, 
good natured and self-sacrific- 
ing, and love and fellowship 
thrilled the hearts of all, but 
to undertake to arrange for 
another Assembly without 
enlargement will mean a 
complete blockade. Enlarge- 
ment of facilities for the care 
of the Assembly is a necessi- 
ty that cannot be denied or 
delayed. 

In view of this fact the As- 
sembly appointed a commit- 
tee of seven to draft plans for 
buildings and raising the 
funds forthe expenses and 
oush the work into speedy 
operation and rapid comple- 
tion. The committee is c)m- 
posed of J. S. Llewellyn, A. 
J. Lawson, of Tennessee; J. 
B. Ellis, Z. D. Simpson, of 
Alabama; J. W. Culpepper, 
S. W. Latimer, of Georgia; 
and E. E. Simmons, of Flori- 
da. 7 
The first proposition of the 
committee is to erect a large 
building for.an auditorium 
with abasement to be used 
for lunch rooms, etc. The 
next is to convert the present 


building into about three or 
four school rooms which will 
give ample room for school 


purposes for the present. The 
third proposition is to erect a 
sufficient number of dormito- 
ries to accommodate the peo- 
ple who attend the Assembly 
and to be used by students 
who attend the school. 


The committee arranged 
with the General Overseer 
and editor of the Evangel to 
oversee the work in all its 
departments; and to receive 
and receipt for all money and 
and material sent in for the 
erection and furnishing of 
these buildings. The com- 
mittee does not mean to 
shirk any responsibilities nor 
spare any labor and time to 
push this work through to a 
rapid completion. They ear- 
nestly crave a hearty co-op- 
eration of all the ministers 
and churches and any others 
who may feel an interest in 
this great work. 


The committee advises that 
each local church keep a rec- 
ord of all funds collected, 
and that the name of each 
donor and the amount each 


one gives be kept bythe > 


clerk of each local church. 
The funds to be sent direct 
to A. J. Tomlinson, Cleveland 
Tenn., who will receive and 
receipt for same. This care- 
‘ful record is advised that in 
case the enterprise should fail 
because of some unavoidable 
hindrance, each donor could 
receive back the amount he 
donated, less the postage and 


other slight expenses that 
might be incurred. 
The committee advises 


further that all pastors, dea- 
cons andevangelists put this 
matter before the people and 
take collections to aid in 


building up this work for the 
Church of God. Funds to be 
turned over to the clerk er 
treasurer to forward to the 
General Overseer. Each 
state overseer is requested to 
push this work in_ his state 
and engage any assistance he 


needs. 
When this institution is ful- 


ly materialized it will stand 
as amonument for the truth 
where young men and young 
women can be trained and 
equipped to go forth in all the 


world to spread this wore ys 


gospel to the ends of 
eatth. This gives an oppor- 
tunity for some of God’s stew- 
ards to use their money which 
they have laid away await- 
ing an opportunity to invest 
in something that will contin- 
ue as a monument after they 
are called to their home 
above. 

We are going to ask all the 
friends and members of the 
Church of God to give time 
for special prayer over this 
matter. 
your secret devotions. Pray 
about it in your prayer meet- 
ings. Pray about it in your 
meetings for worship. Men- 
tion it to your friends and ask 
them to pray about it. Pray 
that God will move on the 
hearts of His servants to give 
liberally to this cause. Pray 
that He will prosper His chil- 
dren in their daily avocations 
and business enterprises that 
they may have to give freely.

I am glad of the privilege 
of addressing this Assembly. 
I praise God for the church

Just think of Illinois with a 


population of over 5,000,000 
people for only one little 
church of God preacher like 
Brother Trim. This makes 
me think of a few years ago, 
when there were only a few 
in Cleveland to represent the 


Church of God. Now look 
upon this multitude and think 


of how God has blest us. 
After the Assembly we 


went to Alabama to help Bro- 
ther Brouayer, and God great- 
ly blest our labors. In the 
spring we helped in a. tent 
meeting at Sweetwater, Tenn. 


then went to Philadelphia, Pa. 
There we found many who 


had the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, but no government. 

They were very hospitable 
and kind to us, and gave us 
an opportunity to preach in 
all their missions, and we told 
them of government in a kind 
gentle way. There are sev- 
eral missions there on apos- 
tolic lines, but each has its 
own work and way to itself, 
and there is a lack of unity. 

This is a wide field. From 
there we went to New York 
City where we were given 
a hearty welcome, and after 
preaching some said, Brother 
Trim the Lord sent you to 
preach to us. The pastor 
said the Lord showed him 
that He wanted me to go to 
Long Hill, Conn., and help in 
acamp meeting. He gave 
me a letter of recommenda- 
tion to the brethern, and they 
turned tee meeting over to 
me. God gave me liberty, 
and wonderfully helped me 
to preach the Word, Praise 
Hisname! Many were blest, 
the power fell and several re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost and 
twenty subscribed for the

They 
now have twenty two mem- 
bers all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and three ordained 
deacons, and are buildinga 
church house to worship in.

We went from there to 
Champaign, Ill., where the 
Holy Ghost people were all 
crossed up. We began to 
preach love and unity and the 
power began to fall, we there 
set a church of Godin order 
with nine members. 

At Mansfield, we found a 
few who had been tarrying 
for the Baptismt twenty one 
months. One received while 
we were there and others so 
near. Pray for them. 

We have travelled over 
4,000 miles on the railroad 
this year, and God has sup- 
plied all our needs. 

Over sixty have received 
the Baptism of the Holy 
Ghost.

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I have bee ondering 


What am I here for? It is 
truly wonderful how the Lord 
has led me. I was raised 
across the deep blue sea, in 
England. I was what we call 
“a moral boy,” raised ina 
pious home; and always had 
a good reputation until I came 
to America; but have lost it 
now, since I have been 
preaching holiness. 


When I was a boy | hada 
vision of Jesus carrying a 
small lamb. He spoke to me 
and said, “Feed my lambs,” 


From that time I[ felt I 
must eventually be a preach- 
er of the gospel, though I did 
not see how it could possibly 
come to pass, as | was a poor 
boy; and in England a man 
must spend from 4 to 7 years 
in college preparing for the 


ministry. As I worked at my 


bench however, I would have 
my Bible before me and study 
the best I could as I worked. 


This, of course was not 
very satisfactory, so the man 
for whom I worked said he 
would pay my way through 
college the first year if | want- 
ed to go. | 

I was glad to go, and near 
the close of the year an Evan- 
gelist came over to Glasgow, 
Scotland, where I was study- 
ing and preached sanctifica- 
tion. He was from America. 


I talked with him, and he 


seemed to take an interest in 
me. After he returned to 
America, he wrote asking me 
to come over to this country 
as he had work for me to do. 


I prayed over the matter, 
and the Lord opened the way. 


I had to slip away from 
home, as it were secretly, be- 
cause I could not bear to say 
“goodbye.” I left home 
about 3:30 in the morning. 


No one accompanied me 
to the depot. No cne went 
with me to the docks at Liver- 
pool, as the bell rang for the 
boat to leave the shore I saw 
old grayhaired men and wo- 
men, apparently, saying good- 
bye to sons and daughters as 
though they never expected 
to see them again. I then 
thought of home, and turned 
away almost heart-broken. 


Icame on, and when we 
got in mid-ocean, out of sight 
of land, | was made to think 
of eternity and how near, I 
was to it. 

I landed in New York city 
nine years ago. I went up 
the Hudson river in search of 
the preacher who invited me 
over here. 

He put me off, and advised 
me to go to a holiness school 
until 1 could speak the 
American language a little 
better, and had become ac- 
customed to the American 
ways. Sol was cast out up- 
onthe world, alone; and it 
was a good thing, because it 
taught me how to lean upon 
God. I came to North Car- 
olina, and after awhile came 
in touch with the “tongue’’ 
people. |! was made hungry 
for the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost, by the wonder- 


ful manifestation of love |} 
witnessed on the part of the 
church of God at Gastonia. 


I sought the baptism for 
eleven days, and on 9th of 
March 1913 the Holy Ghost 
came in, and just as soon as 
the opportunity was given to 
come into the church of God, 
I felt it was the next step to 
take. I am proud of it today. 


I have not much to report 
from North Carolina, we have 
added three new churches. 


The work in North Caro- 
lina is progressive. 
Although three of the 
churches there have no pas- 
tors, the work is not declining, 


They have meetings regu- 
larly,and people being saved 
rightalong. There is a great 
need of pastors, we need men 
who will preach the full gospel. 

God has wonderfully mani- 
fested his power this year in 
healing the sick. We praise 
him for it. 


This has been the best year 
of my life. I have had more 
of the presence and power of 
God with me than ever be- 
fore. I have also had more 
persecution. Last year I had 
one rock thrown at me. 

This year I have heard them 
whiz by my head and have 
been hit several times, but 
have wished since then they 
had half killed me, because I 
found it didme good. There 
are some good people in North 
Carolina and the man who 
succeeds me will find a hearty 
welcome awaiting him in 
many homes. May Ged bless -

Nothing is more positivel 
declared in the Scriptusps 
than that Jesus will personally

Inthe second meeting we 
had gracious victory and ten re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, at another 
place thirteen, and at another 
twenty-two God also gave us 
marvelous heaiings. Oneold bre- 
ther came seventeen miles to be 
healed of deafness. We put our 
fingers in his ears and God gave 
him his hearing. One young man 
mocked, so the Lord suffered 
deafness to come upon him and 
today he is deaf. 


The Lord wonderfully supplied 
our needs. The people in South 
Carolina are hungry and ready 
for the true gospel. Go preach 
in South Carolina and they Will 
take care of you. We conducted 
four meetings in South Carolina, 
and one in Georgia, seventy-five 
received the Holy Ghost. I am 
delighted with the work here. 


We had sixteen cases of heal- 
ing, and it is having weight with 
the people. We are expecting to 
build a church 40x60. 


I find the secret of success on 
financial lines is tithing. My 
wife got after me to givea tenth, 
and ever since I commenced it 
my needs have been supplied, 
where before Ihad to borrow 
money. God wants us to give 
tithes and offerings. If we obey 
God on these lines we will have 
more shouting and talking in ton- 
gues. 

Iam hungry for the gifts and 


it seems we have gone as far as 
we can without them.
